Governor's Address.

In the af- 
ternoon the governor was the princi- 
pal speaker at a picnic at 
Garvin 


park. He paid a high tribute to Ger- 
man character and nationality. 


"In our own civil and revolutionary

well as in Europe it Is the man who 
wears the 'specs' that wins the bat- 
tles," he declared. "It Is to be re-

"His death was a great shock to 


me," said the president.

known him long, nor can I say that 1 
.knew him intimately; but I knew him 
well enough to know the strong qual- 
ities of bis mind and heart, his judicial 
instinct, his intense desire to be fair, 
and his clear perception of the law as 
a jurist, and his level headcdness as a 
-legislator. 
"I remember a speech which lit 


made in congress on the subject of ex- 
cepting lawless combinations of work- 
ingmen from the 'application of an ap- 
propriation. It was a noble, clear ex- 
position of the necessity for making 
all' persona equal before the law a«d 
an exhibition of courage and indiffer- 
ence ».o consequences in the support o 
a righteous 
judgment. His speed 


marked him as one of the coming men 
of congress."

Mr. Taft sketched the history o 


"Kansas in some detail saying the stat 


was the child of an issue. He dwel 
upon the struggles that preceded th. 
admission of Kansas as a state am 
the long tight between the slavery am 
anti-slavery forces.

"The history of the stare," he con 


eluded, "is one of intense interest. Th 
burning issue of the two great con 
tending parts of the United States wa 
distilled into an essence in the hirt 
and growth of Kansas to a state. Sh 
furnished the battle ground where th 
contending factions of the entire na 
tlon in a guerrilla war tried by wage 
of battle to maintain their respectiv 


causes. She was born in a struggle 
and her early'years were only those of 
suffering and travail. In the halt cen- 
tury of her life as a state she has now 
reached great prosperity.

The search -.if. the wreckage of the 


lattlcshiii continued throughout the 
night with the aid of great torches. 
Occasionally a launch drew away from 
the illuminated spot 
in the 
harbor, 


disappearing in the darkness to re- 
appear presently at the pier, with its 
load 'of wounded for the hospitals and 
dead for the mortuary.

were rescued from that part of- the 
i-essel which remained exposed when 
the hull sank. 
These men bad been 


pinned in the ruins from sixteen to 
twenty-four hours. Most of them were 
insensible from pain and their res- 
cuers lacked the assistance that their 
cries otherwise would have given in 
locating their exact position.

Memphis and 
Jackson and at Memphis a. few shop 
men struck in sympathy. That Is the

place where shopmen struck. 


None of the employes in Chicago quit 
and those in the south issued no warn- 
ing."

road, said the dorks struck because 
the road refused to recognize a clerks' 
union recently organized in New Or- 
leans.

However, dispassionate 
discussion of 
the situation relieved the president of 
many things held against him and a 
certain amount of sentiment entered into 
an informal review of the situation and 
It Is not llk»ly that any move toward the 
election of another president this year 
will b« taken up. 


At the end of next season "Ur. Carson 
will be ready to retire.
